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Crop Marketing Acts 
Studied By FF & VA 


The Florida Fruit and Veget- 
able Association has agreed to 
serve as a sounding board for 
various legislative proposals 
concerning the marketing of the 
state's vegetable crops, accord- 
ing to Joffre C. David, Orlando, 
general manager of the grow- 
ers’ organization. 

At a meeting in Orlando last 
week attended by FFVA district 
directors and the chairmen and 
vice-chairmen of the various 
commodity groups, it was de- 
cided that a concensus from in- 
dustry leaders should be sought. 

“Growers and others interest- 
ed in recording their opinions 
as to the feasibility or desirabil- 
ity of such legislation are urged 
to contact their district direc- 


tors, commodity chairmen, vice- > 


chairmen, or this Association's 
headquarters in Orlando,” said 
David. 

The proposals being consider- 
ed involve the enactment of 
state legislation establishing 
state authority whereby speci- 
fic commodity groups, іп cooper- 
ation with the Commissioner of 
Agriculture, could help them- 
selves cooperatively to solve 
basic industry marketing pro- 
blems.

“More of the total research 

effort of the USDA should be 
for basic investigations, and 
urged increased effort be put 
into vegetable research,” the 
Committee concluded. 
‚ Among specific items recom- 
mended are: Development of 
improved processed products; 
basic studies of the chemical 
composition and physical pro- 
perties of vegetables; posthar- 
vest physiology and composi- 
tional changes; improved pallet 
containers; and postharvest dis- 
eases. 

Аз to marketing they coin- 
mend: vegetable supplies, im- 
proved grades standards. 

The committee was establish- 
ed under the Research and Mar- 
ketimi Act of 1946 and is com- 
posed of national authorities on 
vegetables.

Sen. Smathers Advises 
“Cut Castro’s Dollars” 


Senator George Smathers, 
considered close to our Presi- 
dent, in his newsletter says: 

“Every American Dollar that 
flows into Castros treasury will 
be used tg finance the export of 
Cuban Communist revolution, to 
Propagandize our Latin Amer- 
ican friends and to purchase es- 
sential materials to keep his re- 
gime in power.” 

To combat this dollar flow to 
Cuba I have written Secretary 
of State Rusk urging that the 
US place an import embargo on 
Cuban goods, similar to the one 
which now prohibits sales of 
any stratgetic materials to Cas- 
tro. Presently, sugar is the only 
Cuban commodity which can- 
not be imported to the US. 

“It is about time, I believe, 
for our government to decide 
whether or not it intends to 
deny Cuba stragegic materials 
and dollars by every means at 
our disposal by plugging up a 
loophole which permits millions 
of dollars to drain into Castro's

Florida farmers are produc- 


У 5 ing more crops on less land than 


they did five years ago, the 
Florida State Chamber of Com- 
merce stated yesterday, 
й st agricultural census 
figures, for 1959, show 45,100 
farms in the state, about 9,000 
below the 1954 count. Total 
land in farms dropped about 2,- 
500,000 acres to 15,300,000 acres 
during the period. The land ac 
ually in use for crops and pas- 
ture added up to 12,100,000 
acres in 1959, abount 2,700,000 
cres less than in 1954. 
Prodtction in Florida of the 
principal food, feed and fibre 
crops averaged 8,340,000 tons 
during the past five years. The 
previous five year average came 
to 7,240,000 tons annually. Tota 
livestock production made little 
change in numbers but rapid 
strides in quality and size. 
“Population density in Flor- 
ida moved up from 51 persons 
per square mile to 91 persons, 
from 1950 to 1960. Yet today 
less than 1,500,000 acres, out of 
a total land area of 34,728,000 
acres, are involved їп urban

For Tomato Sauce: > 

2 tablespoons butter 

¥% cup flour 
35 of a 6-0z, can tomato paste 
2 tablespoons tarragon vinegar 
8 eggs. 

1 cup boiling water 
1 bouillon cube 
2 tablespoons cream 

Split and toast Crumpets. 
Make a thick tomato sauce as 
follows: 

Melt the butter and stir in the 
flour and tomato paste. Dissolve 
bouillon cube in the boiling 
water and gradually add the liq- 
uid to the tomato paste. Stir 
well. Just before serving add 
cream to the sauce. 

Poach the eggs in water to 
which the tarragon vinegar has 
been added.

Rogers Bill Prevents 
Passports To Communists 


Congressman Paul G. Rogers 
today introduced his bill to per- 
mit the Secretary of State to 
deny, after a proper hearing, 
passports to persons knowingly 
engaged in activities intended to 
further the international com- 
munist movement. 

This proposal was first intro- 
duced by Congressman Rogers 
during the last Congress and 
passed the House of Representa- 
ives but no action was taken in 
the Senate. Its purpose would 
be to return to the Secretary of 
State his traditional power to 
refuse to grant passports if the 
Secretary feels this would be in 
the best interest of our govern- 
ment. 

The Supreme Court held in a 
decision in 1959 that the Secre- 
tary of State had no legal basis 
for denying passports to an 
American citizen, although this 
had been done in the past when 
the Secretary felt that our own 
national security could be en- 

dangered.
